Dental Center 
acquires cancer 
detecting device

ANT10CH - Antloch Dental 
Center recently acquired an instru- 
ment that could help save lives. 

Alex Aceves, a registered dental 
hygienlst, said he hopes other den- 
tist offices can get the device, too. 

Dental Center staffers bought 
the VEL Scope for $5,000 about two 
months ago, Aceves said. 

He and Robert T. Sven, who owns 
the office at 439 Lake St., researched 
the device fbr nearly two years, 
which is how long it has been on the 
market. 

Shaped like a narrow, rectangu- 
lar box, the instrument has a spe- 
cial handheld device attached that 
emits a bright, florescent light. 

The key Aceves said, is the light 
density. 

Scientists discovered that a cer- 
tain wavelength excites cells when 
shined into the mouth. 

The healthy cells remain the 
same color as the light, while dam- 
aged or cancerous cells ■ appear 
darker, he said. 

The sick cells simply react differ- 
ently to the wavelength, Aceves 
said. 

Now dentists have the ability to 
detect oral cancer as early as possi- 
ble.

"We've been on the bad end of it," 
Aceves said. "We caught things too 
late. This puts us on the other end." 

Aceves said that 30 patients have 
been examined with the VEL Scope 
in the two months the dental office 
has owned it. So far no cancer has 
been discovered. 

The cost to use the scope is $30, 
Aceves said, but the office is trying 
to get insurance companies to cover 
the fee. 

And staffers also are incorporat- 



ing the instrument into routine 
adult exams. Children are checked 
with it only if something abnormal 
In the mouth is noticed. 

Aceves said the office's goal is to 
not just find cancer before it can 
grow, but also to increase aware- 
ness of oral health and make other 
dentists aware of the scope. 

"We want patients to question 
and be excited about getting an 
exam done that can detect the early 
stages of oral cancer," he said.

During the second year, 
the second-grade curriculum 
is used. At the end of the 
cycle, both grades are ready 
to move on to third grade. 

Anderson said the program 
benefits both student and 
teacher by offering continuity. 

"They're already very com- 
fortable with the teacher, and 
know expectations," she said. 

This enables teachers to 
teach rather than getting to 
know students' learning styles 
first. 

Also, children can help each 
other with lessons, often with 
the older students -serving as 
mentors, Anderson said. 

The method works nearly 



the same way over at B.J. 
Hooper School in District 41, 
said Hooper Principal Pat 
Planic. 

Hooper also has two 
first/second-grade classes, 
with 22 students in each. 
Similar to Roycealee Wood's 
experience, Hooper began the 
program as an answer to an 
enrollment shortage, Planic 
said. 

"And then it took off," she 
said. 

Hooper also uses the two- 
year curriculum cycle, but 
does not use an application 
process. Rather, if students 
seem like good fits for the pro- 
gram, letters are sent home to 
parents that explain the con- 
cept, Planic said. 

"It's just another way of pro- 
viding an education," she said. 



Wood said that multi-age 
learning can benefit gifted stu- 
dents and help average stu- 
dents learn from their peers. 

"I think it's a challenge for 
them [teachers] and a good 
experience for the youngsters," 
Wood said. "It's a win-win situ- 
ation for everybody." 

Parental and school support 
is necessary Tor the child, 
Wood said, which is also essen- 
tial to the program's success. 

Doth Planic and Anderson 
said that if a child does not do 
well in a multi-age classroom, 
he or she is simply moved to a 
class with those in their own 
grade. 

But that rarely happens, 
they said. 

"We love the program," 
Anderson said. "I don't mind 
bragging."

Passengers on the decline in city, booming in collar counties

LIBERTYVIIXE - Both 
Lake and McHcnry County 
transportation officials agree 
— for those who have a 9to-5 
job in Chicago, the Regional 
Transportation Authority 
offers several options to get to 
and from work. But for those 
commuting from suburb to 
suburb, or doing a daily 
reverse commute, options are 
limited, and they aren't going 
to be fast. 

Martin "Marty" Buehler, 
Lake County Director or 
Transportation, and Ken 
Koehler, McHcnry County 
Board Chairman, both testi- 
fied as part of the Suburban 
Transportation Commission. 
The testimonial was a joint 
effort by. US. Reps. Melissa 
Bean, D-Barrinyton, and 
Mark Kirk, R-Highland Park. 

The RTA consists or the 
Chicago Transportation 
Authority the Chicago elevat- 
ed lines; Metra, the suburban 
train lines; and PACE, the 
Chicago-area bus system. In 
February, the RTA put togeth- 
er the Regional 
Transportation Strategic 
Plan. The group's 2007 slogan 
is "The Year of Decision." 

Buehler and Koehler said 
the collar counties should 
have more input regarding 
which lines come to which 
community, and each county

should have its own represen- 
tative on RTA boards. At the 
same time, Buehler said, the 
RTA boards should not be 
made of strictly city or subur- 
ban members, but rather a 
mix. 

According to a press 
release from Kirk's office, the 
population of Chicago's sub- 
urbs is now twice that or the 
city of Chicago. Passenger use 
of the CTA has declined 23 
percent, but CTA still gets the 
largest portion of the funding 
pie allotted to the RTA. 

Buehler and Koehler said 
taxpayers shouldn't have to 
ball out the CTA at the 
expense or much needed 
transportation solutions In 
the suburbs. 

Koehler told the panel that 
he appreciates the federal, 
state and local governmental 
bodies' efforts to fix highways 
first, but Illinois highways are 
a SlOO-million proposition. 
The RTA needs tens of mil- 



lions of dollars to fix its assets 
and finances, but he added 
that he's always told there's no 
money. 

"In McHcnry County, we 
have made our plans, and 
interest is high ... and RTA 
seems to be surprised by our 
interest." Koehler said. 

Kirk said that ir RTA board 
members aren't representing 
the population trends from the 
2000 census, he questioned 
whether the 2010 figures 
wotdd be any better, showing 
even more residents moving 
to the suburbs. 

Buehler said the Lake 
County Transportation 

Summit's findings showed 
that residents think there 
needs to be more para-transit 
opportunities offered by PACE 
for senior and disabled resi- 
dents. 

"Residents' needs are so dif- 
ferent throughout the county," 
Buehler said. 

He added that many new 
housing developments in Lake 
County are geared toward sen- 
iors. Once seniors are in, the 
question then becomes, "What 
can I do without my own car, 
and how can I get around?" 

Buehler said RTA should 
remain the financial oversight 
entity of the three transporta- 
tion groups, but it should 
work to ensure the groups 
don't duplicate services and 
create a uniform fare card for 
all three.

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Suburban transportation 
group says transit needs reform 

Passengers on the decline in city, booming in collar counties

LIBERTYVILLE - Both 
Lake and McHenry County 
transportation officials agree 
— Tor those who have a 9-to-5 
job in Chicago, the Regional 
Transportation Authority 
offers several options to get to 
and from work. But for those 
commuting from suburb to 
suburb, or doing a daily 
reverse commute, options are 
limited, and they aren't going 
to be fast. 

Martin "Marty" Buehlcr, 
Lake County Director of 
Transportation, and Ken 
Koehler, McHenry County 
Board Chairman, both testi- 
fied as part of the Suburban 
Transportation Commission. 
The testimonial was a joint 
effort by, US. Reps. Melissa 
Bean, D-Barrington, and 
Mark Kirk, R-Highland Park. 

The RTA consists or the 
Chicago Transportation 
Authority, the Chicago elevat- 
ed lines; Metra, the suburban 
train lines; and PACE, the 
Chicago-area bus system. In 
February, the RTA put togeth- 
er the Regional 
Transportation Strategic 
Plan. The group's 2007 slogan 
is "The Year of Decision." 

Buehler and Koehler said 
the collar counties should 
have more input regarding 
which lines come to which 
community, and each county

should have its own represen- 
tative on RTA boards. At the 
same time, Buehler said, the 
RTA boards should not be 
made of strictly city or subur- 
ban members, but rather a 
mix. 

According to a press 
release from Kirk's office, the 
population of Chicago's sub- 
urbs is now twice that of the 
city of Chicago. Passenger use 
or the CTA has declined 23 
percent, but CTA still gets the 
largest portion of the funding 
pie allotted to the RTA. 

Buehler and Koehler said 
taxpayers shouldn't have to 
bail out the CTA at the 
expense of much needed 
transportation solutions in 
the suburbs. 

Koehler told the panel that 
ho appreciates the federal, 
state and local governmental 
bodies' efforts to fix highways 
first, but Illinois highways are 
a SlOO-million proposition. 
The RTA needs tens of mil- 



lions of dollars to fix Us assets 
and finances, but he added 
that he's always told there's no 
money. 

"In McHenry County, we 
have made our plans, and 
Interest is high ... and RTA 
seems to be surprised by our 
interest." Koehler said. 

Kirk said that if RTA board 
members aren't representing 
the population trends from the 
2000 census, he questioned 
whether the 2010 figures 
would be any better, showing 
even more residents moving 
to the suburbs. 

Buehler said the Lake 
County Transportation 
Summit's findings showed 
that residents think there 
needs to be more para-transit 
opportunities offered by PACE 
for senior and disabled resi- 
dents. 

"Residents' needs are so dif- 
ferent throughout the county," 
Buehler said. 

He added that many new 
housing developments in Lake 
County are geared toward sen- 
iors. Once seniors are In, the 
question then becomes, "What 
can I do without my own car, 
and how can I get around?" 

Buehler said RTA should 
remain the financial oversight 
entity or the three transporta- 
tion groups, but it should 
work to ensure the groups 
don't duplicate services and 
create a uniform fare card for 
all three.

Woman with AIDS counsels others on risk factors, prevention

NORTH CHICAGO - Monica McDaniel-Collins 
remembers her 2lst birthday. That alone might be 
remarkable, as shots of Stoli or pints of Pabst Blue 
Ribbon erase that date from many people's minds. 

But McDaniel-Collins, now 35, will not forget 
because she cannot. On that day, she found out she 
had HIV after she had been offered a test while at 
the doctor to get birth control. 

She ultimately deduced that she had contracted 
the virus from a man whose last name she still 
does not know. The diagnosis was a turning point. 
It prompted her to trade partying and promiscuity 
for public speaking. 

"It changes what you focus on," she said. "Yeah, 



it's fun to party, but ... you want to live." 

Fifteen years later, her condition has pro- 
gressed to AIDS. The Kansas native now lives in 
Chicago and works in Waukegan as a health edu- 
cator for the Lake County Health Department. 

"I want people to know that [HIV] is out there," 
McDaniel-Collins said. 

McDaniel-Collins gave OraSure tests, which 
orally screen for HTV, April 7 as part of "Keepin' it 
Real!" Community Youth Health Summit in the 
gym of North Chicago Community High School, 
1717 17th St., North Chicago.

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Local agencies offer egg donation opportunities

GURNEE- Ever seen an ad 
that otters thousands of dollars 
to young women willing to 
donate eggs to couples who 
have trouble conceiving? 

Cash-strapped college stu- 
dents and recent grads might 
consider it. According to a local 
doctor, more women are going 
through with it, enabling more 
couples to conceive using 
donated eggs. 

Dr. Richard Sherbahn, who 
specializes In reproductive 
endocrinology and infertility, 
runs Advanced Fertility Center 
of Chicago, whicli has offices 
in Gurnee and Crystal Lake. 

The Gurnee clinic, whose 
success rales surpass national 
averages according to CDC 
[i reports, offers numerous basic 

and advanced infertility servic- 
es that include artificial insem- 
ination and in-vitro fcrtiliza : 
lion (tVF), and a full service 
donor egg program with avail- 
able donors. 

"We're seeing interest 
increase on both ends over the 
wars," he said. "The interest 
jiom donors] is, quite frankly, 
driven by young women want- 
ing to yet compensated for their 
eggs. We used to give the 
donors $2,000 in 2000. Another 
dinic started paying them 
$5,000, and all of our donors 
disappeared. " 

What it gives 

Donors can expect to get 
55,000 a treatment cycle from 
Sherbahn; prices range from 
$2,500 to $10,000, in general. 

Sherbahn said he has heard 
rumors that donors have 
received exorbitant sums, but 
has never personally seen it 
happen. 

"It's not illegal, but is it dis- 
tasteful and is it ethical?" he 
said or the larger payments.

Increased In acceptance as 
well, he added. 

Eleanor Nicoll, public 
affairs representative for the 
American Society for 
Reproductive Medicine 

(ASRM), said the society rec- 
ommends that compensation 
stay less than $10,000, unless 
there is appropriate justifica- 
tion for higher payment, like 
difficult transportation on the 
donor's part. 

"If someone is seeking the 
superwoman type with a hair 
color, SAT score, major and ath- 
letic ability, that's not consid- 
ered appropriate justification 
for compensation," Nicoll said. 

Donors who drop out before 
their eggs have been harvested 
can receive partial compensa- 
tion. Those rules vary between 
programs. Sherbahn said he 
partially compensates donors 
whose ovaries don't respond to 
fertility medication, for exam- 



ple, but not to those who simply 
say "I changed my mind." 

What it takes 

Though not all couples seek 
"superwoman," they have cri- 
teria in mind. 

ASRM guidelines suggest 
donors be between 21 and 35; 
the Gurnee clinic looks for 
donors younger than 30, 
according to Sherbahn, who 
also will not accept women 
with a body mass index greater 
than 28 (more than 25 is consid- 
ered overweight). 

Smokers need not apply, 
according to Diane Swanson, a 
registered nurse who has 
worked for Sherbahn for two 
years. 

In addition to an on-site 
photo shoot, the month-long 
screening process requires that 
donors provide medical histo- 
ries and undergo psychological 
and physical examinations,

Woodwork, and infectious dis- 
ease screens. 

Once they have .completed 
those steps, they wait for cou- 
ples to choose them based on 
profiles that include photos and 
information such as IQ, educa- 
tion level, height, weight and 
occupation. 

"The really pretty girls get 
chosen quickly and get chosen 
repeatedly; IQ could be high or 
average," Sherbahn said. "The 
more average-looking people 
might be chosen as well for 
other features, but there's less 
interest in them." 

Selected donors start to take 
birth control to synchronize 
their menstrual cycles with 
those of the intended mother. 

Then, they visit the clinic 



daily to take fertility drugs to 
stimulate ovarian follicles to 
produce eggs. They also under- 
go Woodwork to monitor hor- 
mone levels, which rise during 
the seven-to-10day process. 

Depending upon a donor's 
response to the drugs, Swanson 
said, they might need to inject 
other fertility medications at 
home. Donors inject on the side 
of their legs or stomachs 
because those sites' concentra- 
tion of fatty tissue. An aesthet- 
ic benefit is that this hides 
bruising that can happen at the 
injection site, Swanson 
explained. 

After five or six days of 
treatment, a donor's hormone 
levels should indicate that she 
will ovulate in'a few days. The

By the numbers 

The number of women ages 15* 
44 who have an Impahed fecundi- 
ty, a difficulty conceiving or giving 
birth, increased from 6.1 million In 
1995 to 7.3 million In 2002, 
according to reports from the 
Centers for Disease Control. 

The proportion of people who 
turn to egg donation as their 
assisted reproductive technology 
(ART) of choice Is increasing and 
accounted for 12 percent of ART 
cycles in 2003, according to 
American Society for Reproductive 
Medicine (ASRM). 

donor then receives another 
injection to prevent ovulation 
until the ovarian follicles are, 
essentially ready to burst. 

Finally, the donor self- 
injects yet another medication 
to trigger ovulation 34 hours 
before the egg harvesting pro- 
cedure, which takes place at a 
clinic. Using an ultrasound to 
guide them, doctors use a nee- 
dle to extract about 10 eggs, 
whicli will be mixed with 
sperm in a lab. A few days later, 
one or two embryos are trans- 
ferred to a surrogate or intend- 
ed mother. However, the 
Gurnee clinic does not use sur- 
rogates. 

During the 10-minute proce- 
dure, the donor is in a state of 
"conscious sedation," and feels, 
"drunk, in layman's terms," 
Swanson explained. 

Afterward, the donor recov- 
ers for about one hour. Donors 
take antibiotics twice dady for 
one week to prevent infection, 
Swanson said. They experience 
heavy menstruation after two 
weeks, during which Sherbahn 
advises abstinence. Then, it's 
over, unless the donor wants to 
do it again. ASRM suggests 
clinics use a donor no more 
than four to she times. 

Another angle 

At Advanced Fertility 
Centers of Chicago's Gurnee 
office, donors are obtained by 
the clinic and remain anony- 
mous. 

But some clinics use ^con- 
sultants or agencies .that pro- 
vide. donprs,_or allow partial 
revelation of Identity 

Staci Swiderski, of Lake 
Villa, recently co-founded 
Family Source Consultants 
with Zara Griswold. Both 
women have had first-hand 
experience with surrogacy and 
egg donation. 

The agency does not oversee 
medical procedures, but acts as 
a liaison between egg donors 
and surrogates, and clinics and 
couples. Though Swiderski 
said the majority of arrange- 
ments she makes are anony- 
mous, she herself has donated 
in a semi-open arrangement. 

Swiderski said she did not 
know the couple before they 
selected her, but they have 
since signed a contract that 
guarantees Swiderski will 
receive updates about the child 
throughout its life.

WAUKEGAN - It's a rite of 
passage in the U.S. Army, and 
one that retired Col. Barry 
Gallagher has not endured 
since he was in hasic training. 

When exactly that was lie 
declined to say, but Gallagher 
was set to revisit the inaugu- 
ration into life as a soldier by 
having his head shaved on 
April 12.

Once the improve- 
ments are complete, the range 
will be dedicated to the memo- 
ry of Army Lt. David Giaimo, 
a 1999 Waukegan High School 
graduate who was killed in 
Iraq in August of 2005. 

Dedicating the range in his 
memory seemed fitting, 
Gallagher said, because 
Giaimo was a top marksman. 
He earned slate and national 
championships as a JROTC 



cadet and spent a good deal of 
time on the shooting range 
honing his skills. 
. Giaimo's accomplishment 
as a JROTC cadet, along with 
his success as a Waukegan 
student and varsity baseball 
player, left a mark on the 
school. Gallagher said many 
have donated to the fundrais- 
er because the former 
Waukegan High School stu- 
dent's name is attached to it. 

"Every time people see 
David Giaimo's name and see 
what we're trying to do, people 
step up for him." Gallagher 
said. "It's amazing." 

The JROTC program also 
honors the memory of Giaimo 
with a scholarship fund that 
bears his name. Any excess 
funds from the range 
fundraiser will go to the 1st 
Lt. David Giaimo Scholarship 



Fund, 

The fundraiser will run 
through May 11, with the 
April 12 head-shaving affair 
the first such event. 

As of April 5, cadets had 
raised $2,200, Gallagher said. 
If the cadets get to $3,000, 
retired Sgt. Maj, Edgar Grace 
will be on the hook for a shorn 
scalp.

CLC Automotive students 
win 2006 Mustang 

A team of five automotive 
technology students from the 
College of Lake County compet- 
ed for the first time at the 7th 
Annual World of Wheels Pit 
Crew Competition at 
McCormick Place in Chicago 
recently. 

The team placed seventh 
against other colleges and tech- 
nical schools from the Chicago 
area in an engine rebuilding 
timed contest, (n addition, the 
CLC students picked the win- 
ning key in a drawing and took 
home a 2006 Ford Mustang for 
the automotive program, a 
$20,000 value. 

The CLC team (along with 
automotive instructor Chris 
Hadfield) consisted of Shayrgo 
Barazi (Gumee), Joel Morgan 
(Waukegan), Mike Pickering 
(Zion), Josh Styx (Deerfield) and 
Nick Thompson (Lake Zurich). 

"The team had to disassemble 
and reassemble certain parts of 



the engine," Hadfield said. "Not 
only was the competition timed 
and the fast team got more 
points, but it had to be done 
correctly. Teams had points 
deducted for incorrectly 
reassembling the engine parts. 
The CLC team placed seventh 
and only had one deduction for 
time. The other teams all had at 
least five deductions." 

Each of the teams had a judge 
and an official timer, most of 
whom are Mechanics Local 701 
members currently working in 
Union shops. After all teams 
completely reassembled their 
engines, the judges reviewed 
the results, checking both com- 
pletion times and adding penal- 
ty times. 

The Mustang was donated by 
Ford Motor Company and was 
one of many vehicles at Ford 
dealerships that sustained 
water damage after Hurricane 
Katrina, Similarly damaged vehi- 
cles were reclaimed by Ford 
then cleaned up and donated to 
college automotive programs 
across the country.

The health fair focused on 
many aspects of teen health 
and wellness, Including finan- 
cial responsibility and commu- 
nity violence. But organizers 
decided to highlight HIV test- 
ing and awareness because of 
the rise in prevalence of the 
disease among l3to-25-year- 
olds. 

"It is an epidemic situation 
In the black community and 
low-income and Latino com- 
munities as well," Washington 
said. 

Minority populations make 
up the majority or the student 
bodies at North Chicago and 
Waukegan high schools (95.1 
and 87.6 percent, respectively), 
and more than half of Zion- 
Benton's student population, 
according to Illinois 
Interactive Report Cards. Data 
from the cards also reported 
that 31 percent of Zion-Benton 
students come from families 
who qualify as low-income; at 
Waukegan, 41 percent do; at 
North Chicago, 68 percent. 

Testing awareness 

The Center for Disease 
Control and Prevention recom- 



mends HIV tests for children as 
young as 13. CDC surveys have 
found that nearly half of high- 
schoolers are sexually active, 
and 37 percent of that popula- 
tion did not use condoms. The 
agency reasons that HIV 
screenings allow students to 
check their status without dis- 
cussing their sex lives. Plus, 
many teens presume, as 
McDaniel-Collins said she did 
as a young adult, that their 
partners do not carry the 
virus. 

"I thought it wouldn't hap- 
pen to me," McDaniel-Collins 
said. 

The Illinois Department of 
Public Health also gave tests at 
the summit. IDPH offered 
rapid testing, through which 
people get their results in 20 
minutes. Oral tests take one 
week to get back. 

AH tests were free to atten- 
dees. The public nature of the 
event and vulnerability of the 
information prompted county 
health officials to decide to 
bring in people later to give 
back results, according to 
Brian Bongner, coordinator or 
the HIV and sexually transmit- 
ted disease program within the 
Lake County Health 
Department'. 



Risk factors 



Prostitution and substance abuse, 
particularly IV drug use, boost risk 
for HIV infection, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

CDC statistics state that Injection 
drug use has directly and indirectly 
accounted for 36 percent of AIDS 
cases fn the United States. 

Also at risk are men who have sex 
with men, according to the CDC. 

Those who do not disclose their 
sexual orientation are less likely to 
seek testing, and thereby less likely 
to find out if they arc infected, 
according to CDC reports. 

Additionally, McDaliiel- 
Collins said, people need coun- 
seling before and after they 
undergo the test, and after they 
receive results, which take 
about one week to retrieve. All 
people who test positive for the 
virus, she explained, must take 
another test to make sure the 
first result was not a false posi- 
tive. 

McDaniel-Collins pointed 
out that the past two decades' 
medical advances have enabled 
people to live with the disease, 
unlike the era in which she

was diagnosed. 

"The doctor told me I had 
two weeks to live," she said. 
"Today, people can live. We can 
give them hope. They don't 
have to walk out scared." 

Replies stay confidential. 
Plus, McDaniel-Collins penned 
answers in a code that seems 



indecipherable by those out- 
side of the health department. 

Based on responses, she 
offered risk reduction tips dur- 
ing testing, which consists of 
holding a swab inside of the 
mouth against the cheek for 
two minutes. 

McDaniel-Collins also 



stressed that at-risk people 
should test every six months, 
as it takes three months after 
infection for tests to detect HIV. 
Each year, the health 
department gives 6,000 HIV 
tests, according to Bongner. 
About 2 percent come back pos- 
itive, Bongner estimated.

Voters need to know elections are free, fair 



The state of Florida has been 
called the "state of chads." Its elec- 
tion procedures, even its election 
results, have been the cause of elec- 
tion uncertainties. 

All will remember the 2000 presi- 
dential election and the recount, 
which led some to wonder whether 
the presidency was taken away from 
AlGbre. 

The election experience in 
Florida has drawn greater scrutiny 
of election procedures across the 
country. The 2004 presidential elec- 
tion brought similar concerns In . 
Ohio. 

Nothing is more important in the* 
democratic process than an expres- 
sion of the will of the people as exer- 
cised in free, fair, and honest elec- 
tions. People must be confident that 
their right to vote is not infringed, 
and that their votes are correctly 
counted. 

Mounting evidence seems to sug- 
gest that some computerized election 
machines can be rigged. Some tech- 
nical experts have even cautioned 
that election results can be rigged in 
minutes. Now that's scary 

Election authorities and all who 
oversee the election process must 
guarantee that all elections are fair 
and honest, 

Steps were taken after the 2000 
election to improve the voting

process. As long as doubts remain, 
every election jurisdiction must con- 
tinue to examine its procedures and 
its election machinery, so that when 
the next presidential election hap- 
pens in 2008, it will be as Daw-free as 
possible. 

In the recent November election, 
voters were concerned that more 
than 18,000 ballots in one Florida 
congressional contest did not 
include a vote for either candidate. 
There are undervotes in all elec- 
tions, especially as you go down the 
ballot in lesser publicized races. 

However, the undercount in that 
congressional race seemed to be 
extremely high. 

Recently, I read that a Florida leg- 
islator, probably because of the 
undervote concern, Introduced a bill 
that would allow voters to register a 
"none of the above" option In each 
contest. The lawmaker's intent is to 
make it perfectly clear that the 
voter's undervote is intentional and 
not the cause of a mechanical error. 



Too often a law to resolve one 
problem causes new problems. The 
legislator's Intent to show that a 
machine didn't cause an undercount 
opens the door to make a mockery of 
the election process. 

Why should voters examine the 
merits of legitimate candidates 
when they can punch the "none of 
the above" button? Yes, many voters 
will take glee in registering their J 
non-vote as a protest. Also, many 
voters will still punch no button in 
those races, so the law probably 
won't solve anything regarding the 
undervote problem. 

County clerks, and ottiers who 
control the election machinery 
throughout the country, do a good 
job in handling elections for trie 
most part. But they are at the mercy 
of the rapid changing technology. 

Just when they master one type 
of machine that is "state-of-the-art," 
along comes another to lender as 
obsolete the last costly one. 

I understand and applaud neces- 
sary changes and reforms to guaran- 
tee the best possible election process. 
But, I think that the "none of the 
above" option is an example of over- 
legislating and totally unnecessary.

It even created the 
CIcadaMobile, a van and trail- 
er full or exhibits to teach 
children and families about 
the creatures. 

Many are familiar with 
annual cicadas, which fly into 
backyards every summer and 
emit loud, chirruping mating 
calls. 

But this spring, periodical, 
cicadas will swarm areas that 
are thick withhold trees. They 
will mate and lay eggs for sev- 
eral weeks, then die. 

And they won't come back 
again until 2024. 

Jennifer Filipiak, a 
wildlife biologist Tor the Lake 
County Forest Preserves, said 
a 1990 wedding, the last time 
Brood XIII emerged, experi- 



enced difficulties because of 
the red -eyed insects. 

The cicadas swarmed the 
outside wedding, and Tilled 
the horns of the jazz band 
that played, she said. 

Cicadas might be annoy- 
ing, Senf said, but they are 
harmless. They don't bite, 
don't carry diseases that are 
dangerous for humans, and 
animals won't be harmed if 
they eat the bugs. 

The biggest inconvenience 
is the sheer enormity of their 
numbers, Senf said. This 
spring, Lake County Forest 
Preserves biologists and edu- 
cators expect up to 1.5 million 
cicadas for each acre to 
emerge in southeastern Lake 
County. Areas of mature trees 
will be the insects' target. 

That's because a periodical 
cicada's life begins and ends 
in treetops, Senf said.

The fresh- 
ly-hatched insects, called 
nymphs, fall to the ground 
and burrow their way into the 
earth.

its 17th year, the young cicada 
waits until the soil warms to 
at least 65 degrees Fahrenheit 
before it tunnels its way out of 
the ground. 

Once in the open air, the 
nymph climbs a tree, shed- 
ding its skin to become an 



adult. Once its new body fAilly 
forms, with a protective shell 
and full wings, it joins the rest 
of the cicadas to mate. 

And that's whore the dis- 
tinct cicada call comes in. 
Males use it to attract females 
Tor mating. And once fertil- 
ized, the female lays her eggs 
in thin branches, dies, and the 
17-year cycle begins again. 

Many people confuse 
cicadas with locusts, because 
they form huge swarms when 
emerging from the ground, 
said Tom Hahn, executive 
director of the forest preserve 
district. 

"It's on the same scale as a 
blizzard or a flood," he said. 

But that's no reason to be 
afraid, he said. Rather, it 
makes the event more impres- 
sive. 

"We're all really excited," 
Senf said.

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New horror film just might 'Disturb' ya

Desplle ils dumb title, 
"Disturbia" defies tlie current rea- 
soning (hat thrillers aimed at 
teenagers have to bo stupid. 

No one will mistake It for bril- 
liant, but "Disturbia" slowly builds 
From suspense to shock at the cost of 
very few brain cells. Although sever- 
al classic thrillers can ho found in 
the mix, "Disturbia" is mostly an 
updated, teenage version of "Rear 
Window." 

Under house arrest for punching 
a teacher who insulted his recently 
deceased father, hiyh-school student 
Kale (Sbia Lalieouf) has to spend his 
summer vacation with a monitor, 
which is strapped to ids ankle, that 
will call in the cops if he stops off 
his property. 

After his mother (Carrie-Anne 
Moss) cancels the cable TV and takes 
away his video games, Kale has noth- 
ing to do but spy on the neighbors. 
Drawing his attention early is 
Ashley {Sarah Roomer), the new girl 
next door whose bedroom has three 
walls that are floor-tq-coiling win- 
dows. Her parents didn't think those 
room assignments through. 

This ends when Ashley shows up 
at his front door and tells him to 
knock it off. Once on the same side of 
the window as Kale, Ashley decides 
voyeurism is fun, as long as you're 
watching instead of being watched. 

They turn their binoculars on 
Kale's other neighbor, Mr. Turner 
(David Morse), and soon suspect he 
is the serial killer mentioned every 
time someone turns on the radio or 
TV. 

The similarities to "Rear 
Window" are obvious, but the differ- 
ences shouldn't be overlooked, 
either. Kale is much more mobile 
than the wheelchair-bound James 
Stewart, and with cell phones, digital 
cameras and the Internet, he has 
many more ways to interact with the 
world outside ids home. 

Director D.J. Caruso, working 
from a script credited to Christopher- 
Landon and Carl Ellsworth, focuses 
on the differences more than the

similarities. 

With the help of Ashley and his 
comic-relief buddy, Ronnie (Aaron 
Yoo), Kale begins an electronic game 
of cat and mouse with Turner. 

The suspected killer changes the 
stakes by getting romantic with 
Kale's mom. 

"I rather enjoy my privacy," 
Turner warns Kale. 

Instead of trying to score points 
with teenagers by dropping overused 



slang, ("Dude! That killer is off the 
hook!") "Disturbia" gives the charac- 
ters dialogue that is sharp and origi- 
nal. When Ashley threatens to throw 
Kale's iPod into her pool, he shouts, 
';That's60gigsofmylife!" 

The acting is solid, with another 
fine performance from LaBeouf, a 
young actor who already has built a 
noteworthy career with "Holes" and 
"The Greatest Game Ever Played." 
The only complaint about the actors 
is that Moss is underused. 

Maybe the current marketplace 
demands chase scenes and lots of 
screaming, but Hitchcock simply put 
two men in a dark room at the end of 
"Rear Window/' and the results were 
far more nerve-wracking than the 
carnival ride that ends "Disturbia."

But plot and story are gen- 
erous terms when applied to 
"Aqua Teen Hunger Force," 
which might be the laziest 
example yet of creators who 
think the very idea of car- 
toons cracking crude jokes 
and swearing is hilarious. 

Writer-directors Matt 
Maiellaro and Dave Wills prac- 
tice a humor of the absurd so 
dense a diamond couldn't cut 
it. Their laser gun shoots a 
square pixel that blips slowly 
across the screen. 

"Aqua Teen Hunger Force" 
doesn't welcome outsiders. I 
didn't feel like I was watching 
somebody else's idea of a joke;

There also are movie snippets on the CDs - 
Robert Duvall's "Victory" speech from 
"Apocalypse Now" and Jack Nicholson's "Wall" 
speech from "A Few Good Men." He and his 
shows' producers put in a lot of studio time at 
WRLR making sure the CDs are perfect and pro- 
fessional. 

"It is my privilege and pleasure at this point 
in time to do this for the many brave soldiers," 
Richie said, choking back tears. 

Each CD ends with the old Louis Armstrong 
classic "What a Wonderful World." 

"I'm trying to show them that they are mak- 
ing it a wonderful world," Richie said. 

WRLR President Bish Krywko said he 
thinks Richie's efforts are "a great extension of 
his shows." 

"We have photos up in the studio of the sol- 
diers wearing his T-shirts," Krywko said. "It's 
community radio at its best; lie has a good 
heart, and he's an excellent member of WRLR." 

Richie's plan is to create a package for 
President Bush, with CDs, photos and T-shirts. 

He'd like the president to offer him a seat on 
Air Force One, so he can go and shake the hands 
of soldiers of the 82nd Airborne Division in 
person. Just the thought of that makes him cry. 

Richie said he lias no actual opinion about 
the War on Terror; he tries not to think about 
whether it is right or wrong. He did say that 
along with the nearly 3,200 service men and 
women who have been killed, he lias heard that 
nearly 4,000 others have committed suicide 
after they return home. His greatest wish is 
that all these young men and women come 
home with all their body parts and for their 
minds to be "right," but he knows that they 
might never be. 

Kathy said that with all the debate that has 
taken place in Congress about funding the war, 
people need to remember one thing. 

When funds aren't available, it directly

"She Stoops to Conquer," Oliver 
Goldsmith's lighthearted 1773 com- 
edy of manners, is finding new life 
at Northlight Theatre, where direc- 
tor William Brown has cleverly 
adapted it both in time and place, 
setting it In 1895 in the "Wild West" 
of Montana, 

Drown also has added a touch of 
country western- incidental music 
is by Andrew Hansen, with lyrics 
by Doug Frew and Patti McKcnny - 
as a bridge, though it's Inconse- 
quential, ephemeral stuff. 

Despite modern language and a 
repositioning on the American 
Frontier with its growing popula- 
tion of immigrant pioneers, the 
play remains true to the original; 
its paper-thin storyline is basically 
intact. 

Fortunately, a highly capable 
cast provides the spark that makes 
this production enjoyable. 

At its heart, "She Stoops to 
Conquer" is about the circuitous 
courtship of a well-heeled young 
woman by an eligible young 
Londoner who finds himself more 
free and easy with women in the 
serving class than those of his own 
station. 

Marlow {Timothy Edward Kane, 
delightful in both his brassy impu- 
dence and courtly charm) was 
unsuspectingly directed for lodging 
to the home of his father's friend, 
Mr. Hardcastle (John Lister). 
Marlow was tricked into thinking

the place was at a public inn and 
his host, the proprietor. 

His first meeting with the 
woman he was sent to woo, the 
charming Kate (Kymberly Mellon), 
goes poorly. He can't even seem to 
make eye contact with her and gets 
all tongue-tied before opting for a 
hasty retreat. 

But later that day, when Kate 
appears in less formal attire, 
Marlow mistakes her for a serving 
girl and is immediately smitten.

Rachel Healy's "iconic Western" 
costumes, including a pair of hilar- 
ious wooly chaps worn in one scene 
by Marlow, enliven the production, 
as does Kevin Pitts' clever scenic 
design, which quickly transforms 
itself from the front porch of the 
Hardcastle manor to a Western 
saloon and, finally, to a horse bam.

A happy accident, a blessing 
in disguise, the silver lining ... 
call it what you will. It hap- 
pened to Larry Butler and 
Carol Ann Sayle back in 1994. 

They had just done what 
many or us imagine doing - 
they'd left their high-pressure 
real estate jobs and bought a 
small farm, 

On a little spread just east of 
Austin, Texas, they planted 
1,500 tomatoes plants. Their 
plan? To pay their mortgage 
with certified-organic produce. 

But a Texas storm had other 
plans. It blew down all the 
plants. Then, within a few 
hours, the sun was back out, 
blazing. It blistered the fruit on 
the ground. 

As Larry said in his twang- 
tipped drawl, "Well, I thought 
that was that." 

It wasn't. As he and Carol 
Ann gathered the tomatoes, he 
had a thought: what about that 
smoker over there? It's a Texas 
tradition and makes a mean 
brisket. Maybe it could save 
some of the tomatoes. 

"1 sliced off the bruised bits 
and set the tomatoes on the 
rack," Larry said. They were 
wrapped in a low-heat smoke of 
Savannah post oak - just 115 
degrees Fahrenheit, cooler 
than a sauna. , 

Three and a half days. later, 
he had what he calls "smoke- 
dried tomatoes," They were so 
good, he handed them out to 
friends. Then he started selling . 
them. 

Larry and Carol Ann sell 
their toniatoes the old-fash- 
ioned way: send them a check 
or money order, and they'll 
send you their smoke dried 
tomatoes. No credit cards, no 
fancy packaging. Just a.terrific 
product from a new American 
farmer.

Jill DeBona, of Nashville, 
Tenn., uses oil-packed sun- 
dried tomatoes in this gutsy 
dip. If you're using bagged 



dried tomatoes, or Boggy Creek 
Farm's smoked tomatoes, 
hydrate them first, then pro- 
ceed with recipe. 

Ingredients 

6 garlic cloves, minced 

1 cup sun-dried tomatoes 

1/2 cup pistachios 

1/4 cup chopped basil 

1/4 teaspoon salt 

Coarsely ground black pepper 

3/4 cup extra-virgin olive oil 

1/2 cup grated Parmesan 

Directions 
Place garlic in blender or food 
processor; pulse until chopped. 
Add tomatoes, pistachios, basil, 
salt and pepper; process until 
coarsely chopped. Gradually add 
oil and process until combined, 
but not pureed. Stir in cheese. 
Store covered in refrigerator up 
to one month, 

Sun-Dried tomato pizza 
(Serves 6) 

Ingredients 
Cooking spray 

1 1/2 ounces smoke-dried or sun- 
dried tomatoes 
1 pound pizza dough 
1/4 cup jarred pesto 
1 large portobello mushroom cap, 
thinly sliced 
3/4 cup shredded Fontina cheese 

Directions 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Lightly spray a large 
baking sheet with cooking spray. 

Place tomatoes in a medium 
bowl, cover with hot water, and 
soak 15 minutes. Drain and finely 
chop. 

Press dough into a 12-inch circle 
in the center of the sheet. Spread 
pesto over dough; arrange mush- 
room slices on top. Dot with 
chopped tomatoes and sprinkle 
cheese on top. Bake until brown 
and bubbly, about 20 minutes. 
Let stand at room temperature 10 
minutes before slicing.

Collar confinement causes unnecessary pain 



A sunny day, even though it might be 
cold, is usually a good time to take one 
of my dogs for a walk ... or drag. 

Charlie, my stretched-out shepherd 
mix, was the lucky canine during a 
recent outdoor excursion. 

We started around the house and 
headed toward the trail at a brisk, 
healthy pace. About a block away, I 
noticed a man with his rottweiler. • 

Walking toward each other, now 
about 30 feet away, the dog spotted 
Charlie and lunged forward. The dog's 
owner gave a quick and swift snap of the 
leash, causing the dog to yelp. 

The prong collar, around the dog's 
heck, glistened in the sunlight; it's 
prongs digging deeply into the dog's 
neck. I tensed up. 

"That dog cried out," I told my 
daughter Sarah, who was walking with 
us. 

Charlie spotted the dog and began to 
dance excitedly at the end of the leash 
and barked, the noise echoing in the air. 
The dog and his owner kept walking in 
our direction, west on the bike trail. 

The man's dog lunged forward in 
response to Charlie, and the man gave a 
powerful snap back on the collar - you 
could hear the sound of the steel teeth 
on the prong collar biting and releasing. 

The dog once again yelped. My hack- 
les were rising on my neck. 

"One more time he hurts his dog, and 
I am saying something," I thought. 

Meanwhile, Charlie continued to 
make a fool of himself. 

The rottweiler lunged toward Charlie 
once more. The man drew back his

elbow, twisted his body to the right to 
gain momentum and then snapped back 
on the leash, and once more, the dog 
yelped. 

"That's it," I thought. 

"Mister," I called out. "You are hurt- 
ing your dog. Don't you hear your dog 
yelping?" 

"Yeah, so?" he called back. 

"Do you want your dog to be hurt?" I 
shouted through Charlie's excited bark- 
ing. "Don't you hear him?" I called 
back, concern and frustration in my 
voice. 

"You want him to be like your dog?" 
He yelled back looking at my dog and me 
with disgust. 

1 1 couldn't explain that my dogs got the 
raw end of the deal when it came to 
training. I was too busy saving homeless 
dogs, fixing their wrecked minds and 
bodies and finding them homes, to work 
with my dogs. 

For most of the remainder of the 
walk, I thought about the dog and his 
owner. 

"Those prong collars should be out- 
lawed," I said to Sarah. "If dogs didn't 
have fur covering their necks, owners 
would see the terrible bruising their dogs 



get around their necks from those 
things/The way that man snapped back 
on ttiat leash, I wouldn't be surprised if 
there weren't puncture wounds as well." 

Sarah was silent. So I went on, "I 
know it's probably what he was taught. 
See a dog, snap back on the leash to tell 
the dog no. But really what he's teaching 
his dog by association is that the dog that 
his dog is seeing is bad because when the 
dog sees the other dog, he gets hurt." 

When we arrived home, I told my hus- 
band Chuck the story 

I told him, "I know there are people 
still using those horrible collars and still 
using that method of training. But just 
like it was OK to hit kids when we were 
young, now it isn't. We need to get that 
way with animals, too. I know that guy 
probably thought I was nuts. But I just 
couldn't stand seeing that dog get hurt." 

"Sandy," he said gently, "Remember, 
it's all about education. He probably 
doesn't know any better. Write about it in 
your column." 

The bottom line is, there are so many 
more effective ways to train our dogs 
these days without hurting them.

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Police officers caught speeding 



Lead-footed cops won't 
pull over as they zoom 
around the track with 
their racing team

Police officers Erik Gehrke and 
David Ccrer love driving more than 
100 mph and have been known to tail- 
gate other drivers, within inches of 
their bumpers, at breakneck speeds. 

But there have been no com- 
plaints from outraged citizens, 
because it's all legal. The lead-footed 
lawmen own Lawmen Racing, a 
mini-cup racing team that runs an 
Impala and a Monte Carlo at tracks 
in Rockford, Kalazamoo, Mich., 
Geneva, Wis. and Milwaukee. 

Mini Cup racing, called Super 
Cups in the Midwest, Is the glass half 
full for those involved. The cars are 
scaled to half size of the stock cars 
in Nextcl Cup competition watched 
by millions on television. 
The cars have a tube chassis, 
adjustable suspension, Carrera 
shocks, disc brakes, and rack-and- 
pinion steering. With the driver 
Inside, the entire car weighs barely 
more than 700 pounds. 

Drivers enter the scaled-down car 
by lowering themselves through the 
roof. 

The 2007 racing season begins for 
Lawmen Racing on April 28, at the 
Milwaukee Mile in Wisconsin, and 
runs through late October. 

Cerer, 43, of Antioch, has 22 years 
on the job, the last 21 at Lake Forest 
Police Department. Gehrke, 27, of 
Grayslake, is an officer at Lake Bluff 
Police Department, and a fourth gen- 
eration police officer. 

Cerer has been involved in racing 
for about 13 years and started with a 
mini-modified sprint car he raced

for three years on the dirt track at 
Wilmot Speedway in southeast 
Wisconsin. 

It took a bad spill by Cerer in 2002 
for his crew chief, Gehrke, to move 
behind the wheel. Cerer's spill hap- 
pened at the end of a police obstacle 
course fitness challenge, as he ran 
through a stand of trees, sprawled to 
the ground and tore his right shoul- 
der, resulting in massive separation 
of the muscles and ligaments. Cerer 
had a steel plate in his shoulder and 
no one to drive for upcoming racing 
season. 

"So, since Erik has been crewing 



for mo for two years, and his dream, 
since his grandfather raced, was to 
drive himself, he took over driving," 
Cerer said. "He's the most devoted 
and enthusiastic crew person I ever 
had and he's a very quick learner. 

In 2005, with several heat and fea- 
ture wins under his belt, Gehrke won 
the National Short Track 
Championship. He has two racing 
goals this season: winning another 
short-track championship and win- 
ning a feature race in four different 
states. 

On the track, Gehrke said, he has 
confidence in his own abilities and 



those of his crew. 

"I have a spotter telling me aU the 
litUe things," he said. "You'll have 
him yell into your headset 'Go high, 
go high, go high,' and you know 
there must be a crash down low. You 
have to have a lot of faith in your 
crew." 

Lawmen Racing works, not only 
because the men drive fast, but 
because the team races smart, Cerer 
said. 

"We want to be the smartest guys 
out there on the track," he 
explained. 

The team uses diagnostic equip- 



ment and software to analyze every 
spec imaginable on the cars. The 
team has NASCAR-class racing 
scales that not only record weight, 
but percentages as well, telling the 
team how the car will handle, based 
on balance and weight distribution. 

"One pound off in one corner can 
make a big difference," Gehrke said. 

Now heavily in the management 
and promotion aspects of the racing 
team, Cerer reflected that, "When 
•you've worked on your car, with all 
the hours you've put into it and get it 
onto the track, the actual competi- 
tion is extremely exciting." 

The danger in any combination of 
high-speed racing and racers driving 
"on the ragged edge," said Cerer, is 
minimized by drivers trusting one 
another. 

"Other guys can run within inch- 
es of you, and you know they have 
control of their cars and you have 
control of your car," he said. 

"We all know when a crash was 
an accident, when it was a result of 
someone being reckless and those 
few times when it was intentional," 
Cerer added. He said that he's very 
proud of his and the team's safety 
record.

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Dealing 
with death 



Parents have a tough time 
talking with their children 
about three things: sex, money 
and death. 

That's what I'm told by 
Bennett Levcnthal, a professor 
or psychiatry at the Institute 
for Juvenile Research Ett the 
University of Illinois at 
Chicago. 

In response to the following 
question from a reader, I asked 
him and others for advice on 
how to explain deatli to young 
children. 

* "Once they start asking 
questions, you have to be pro- 
pared to answer them," he 
said. "To avoid answering 
them makes it seem like some- 
thing is evil or forbidden." 

Question: This one is kind of a 
sober subject, but our daughter 
Lindsey is going to be 5 this month, 
and I was wondering when the appro- 
priate age is to start explaining death 
to her?... Lindsey doesn't understand 
why you can no longer see people 
who have died, and we are having a 
hardline trying to explain it to her 
without getting too complex, and I . 
don't want to skate around the truth. 

- Kelly, Carpentersville 



Answer; It's never too soon 
to start talking about deatli 
and dying, Leventhal said. 

Children likely will not 
truly understand deatli until 
about age 7 or 0, and more 
likely not until age 9 or 10, he 
said. 

"Having comprehension of 
death means you have to have 
some sort of concept of time," 
1 he said. "You can run out of 
time, but time doesn't end. 
That's a very difficult concept 
to develop and understand." 

Children eventually can , 
understand that people go 
away and don't come back, he 
said. And that's the best way 
' to explain it to a child, he said. ■ 

If the child asks, "When 

• will he come back?" say, 
! "Never." If they ask what 
fc "never" means, tell them they 
h won't see the deceased again 
j- or not for a very long time, 
i? depending on your belief sys- 
h tern, Leventhal said.

A discussion about the growth 
of boys volleyball in Illinois is 
obviously quite a far cry from 
talking about racial undercur- 
rents in America, but progress in 
any arena is progress nonethe- 
less. 

In boys and girls volleyball, we 
all should be thankful that we live 
in one of the few states where any 
volleyball player, regardless of 
sex, can work hard and earn a 
varsity letter for their efforts. 

Only Illinois and Wisconsin 
sponsor boys volleyball, while no 
other state in our immediate area 
does the same. 

Indiana doesn't recognize boys 
volleyball as a varsity sport, nei- 
ther does iowa, Minnesota, 
Michigan, Missouri, Kentucky - 
well, you get the gist. 

Luckily, the Illinois High 
School Association had the fore- 
sight that few other state high 
school athletic associations had.

Lake County boys volleyball teams among the few in Illinois

Little baby Joe spends 
hours outside each and every 
day working on his form. Rep 
after rep goes stretches from 
the hundreds into the thou- 
sands until his arm grows 
strong enough for the perfect 
volleyball serve. 

Now why did that sound so 
strange? Perhaps it wouldn't 
have been so strange if he 
would have been working on 
his pitch, or, if the story 
would have been about a girl. 

Unlike baseball or basket- 
ball, volleyball has taken a 
much harder road to become 
a boys varsity sport and by 
the numbers, it's still got a 
long way to go. 

Just 15 years ago, the 
Illinois High School 
Association had its first boys 
volleyball state champi- 
onship. But in the years that 
have gone by, there are still 
few boys teams to go around. 

But even with a small frac- 
tion of state high schools 
fielding boys volleyball 
teams, Illinois is still light- 
.years ahead of surrounding 
states. Wisconsin is the only 



other state in the midwest 
that fields boys volleyball 
teams. Iowa doesn't field 
teams, neither does 
Minnesota, Michigan, 

Indiana, Missouri, Kentucky 
or Ohio. 

Why has boys volleyball 
traveled such a hard road to 
the varsity ranks when others 
like football, basketball or 
girls volleyball caught on like 
wildfire? 

Before we can answer why 
boys volleyball is the way it is, 
one must first look at the way 
it was. 

From clubhouse to 
letterman jacket 

As much relative progress 
that boys volleyball has made 
in Illinois, it also is gaining a 
foothold in surrounding 
states as well. In Indiana, 
numerous schools are start- 
ing up club teams that have 
competed for more than a 
decade. 

Indiana isn't alone as 
many other states also lire 
sponsoring boys teams at the 
club level. While this might be 
a far cry from the sanctioned 
sport that it is in Illinois, it is 
still the first step that many 



IHSA schools took years ago. 

Antioch Athletic Director 
Steve Schoenfelder said 
Antioch's boys volleyball 
team began in much of the 
same fashion. 

"They put that in as a club, 
in 1995, and two years later, 
they elevated it to the varsity 
level," Schoenfelder said. 
"There was just enough inter- 
est in it. I remember when I 
was coaching track, obvious- 
ly in the NSC, before the divi- 
sion format came about, a lot 
of the coaches were talking 
about it, so we were ready" 

With Antioch's beginnings 
in the mid-1990s, the Sequoits 
actually have one of the older 
IHSA programs in the state. 
The first recognized state title 
went to Richards High School 
in Oak Lawn in 1992. 

Blocking the way 

Academically, the concept 
of boys volleyball programs 
makes a lot of sense for 
schools. But starting up a 
team of any sort is a big com- 
mitment for schools - espe- 
cially when it's a sport that 
hasn't quite hit its stride.

It seems likely the new own- 



ers will welcome the burden of 
the $300 million off-season 
spending spree, but who's to 
say for sure? 

Even a sale price was the 
subject of pure speculation, 
with opening day guesses rang- 
ing anywhere from a conserva- 
live $G00 million to a mind- 
numbing total of more than $1 
billion. 

At the end of the day, there 
were only two things we knew 
for certain: 

1) Real-estate magnate Sam 
Zcll, who owns a small share of 
the White Sox, had bought 
Tribune Co. for $34 a share. 

2) One of the Tribune's 
most profitable and popular 
arms, the Cubs, had been slat- 
ed to be sold after this season.

"We're trying to gather as 
much information as we possi- 
bly can," McDonough said.

Patience seems to be a good 
plan for Cubs fans. Take in all 
you can about the situation, 
digest the dossiers of potential 



owners and then decide if 
Tribune Co. was the only tiling 
holding the franchise back 
from ending the 99-year World 
Series drought. 

Still, it remains only a sim- 
ple guess. It's too early to tell. 

It certainly made for an 
interesting opening day, 
though. While the Cubs lost, 5- 
1, at Cincinnati, and the White 
Sox were embarrassed, 12-5, by 
Cleveland, the city buzzed with 
the names of possible 
Wrigleyville suitors. 

Firebrand billionaire Mark 
Cuban seemed to be the con- 
sensus choice, though even the 
mere mention of the Dallas 
Mavericks' owner caused con- 
sternation in some cornel's. 

Sox and Bulls chairman 



Jerry Reinsdorf provided one 
of the day's stranger moments 
after hinting lie was the only 
NBA owner to oppose Cuban's 
purchase of the Dallas 
Mavericks in 2000. 

Reinsdorf half-smirked 
while reporting the news but 
didn't elaborate further, and so 
he was asked if he wasn't 
pulling a late April Fool's 
prank, 

"The Tribune tried as hard 
as they could to win, and they 
had some very good years," 
Reinsdorf said. "It's just not 
easy to win." 

Thai last statement by 
Reinsdorf is the closest thing 
to a certainty in Cubdom. 
Many names are going to be 
mentioned in the coming 



months - commissioner Bud 
Sclig said many rich people 
have expressed their interest in 
the Cubs - but all are going to 
have acknowledge the require- 
ments it will take to break free 
of the mold and win a World 
Series on the North Side.

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Proms lotlny are an iconic, integral part 
of the high school experience. They 
come complete with stretch limos, fancy 
ballrooms, live bands, kings and queens, 
and, most importantly, dresses worthy of 
movie stars. However, proms have not 
always been (he elaborate, inclusive 
show they are today. Many scholars 
believe that high school proms emerged 
from the popularity of upper-class debu- 
tante balls in high society. At these balls, 
girls in white dresses and white gloves 
would be proudly escorted into a grand 
hall for their official introduction to the 
social dating scene. Invitations were 
exclusive and official debutantes were 
few and far between. Indeed, the word 
prom is short for promenade, or the 
grand marching beginning to an 
immensely important social event. 

In the early days of high school proms, 
the nighttime dance served a similar 
function to a debutante ball. Early proms 
were limes of firsts; the first adult social 
event for teenagers, the first time taking 
the family car out after dark, the first real 
dress-up affair, and so forth. Proms also 
served as picture-taking events, similar 
to a first communion or wedding, in 
which the participants were taking an 
important step into a new stage in their 
lives. In earlier days, the prom may have 
also served as an announcement of 
engagement for the "best couple" after 
the prom court had been crowned and 
recognized. 

While high school yearbooks do not 
start covering proms and including prom 
pictures until the 1930s and 1940s, his- 
torians believe proms may have existed 
at colleges as early as the late 1 800s. The 
journal of a male student at Amherst 
College in 1894 accounts an invitation 
and trip to an early prom at neighboring 
Smith College for women. The word 
prom at that time may just have been a 
fancy description for an ordinary junior 
or senior class dance, but it would soon 
take on larger-than-life meaning for high

As 
Americans gained more money and 
leisure time in the 1950s, proms became 
more extravagant and elaborate, bearing 
similarity to today's proms. The high 
school gym may have been an accept- 
able setting for sophomore dances, but 
junior and senior proms gradually 
moved to hotel ballrooms and country 
clubs. Competition blossomed, as teens 
strove to have the best dress, the best 
mode of transportation, and the best 
looking dale. Competition for the prom 
court also intensified, as the designation 
of "prom queen" became an important 
distinction of popularity. In a way, prom 
became the pinnacle event of a high 
school student's life, the ultimate dress 
rehearsal for a wedding. 
Today, prom continues to be an elabo- 
rately important event in the social cli- 
mate of high schools. Popular movies 
and novels attest to the importance of 
prom themes, prom dates, and prom 
queens. Still, prom has become more 
liberal about its requirements for partici- 
pants and activities. It is no longer quite 
as important to have a dale or lo be 
asked by the perfect guy. More and more 
girls are choosing their own dales for the 
prom and more and more guys are going 
"stag"'or with a group of friends. Prom is 
often still the main social event of the 
high school season, but it is also a lime 
for fun and the creation of memories for 
everyone to enjoy.

An older-style gown or 
one that's been previous- 
ly tried on at a show or 
sale can be just the gem 
you're looking for - and it 
will cost much less, says 
Tanya Coulthard, city edi- 
tor at WeddingBells mag- 
azine, a national, quarter- 
ly bridal publication. 

"Consider wearing a 
designer bridesmaid 
gown in ivory or white, 
which can make a simple 
yet stunning wedding 
dress," says McCollough. 
Simple is the key word.

You have 
to walk down an aisle, 
dance,' and spend an 
entire day - one of the 
most important days of 
"•your life - in this dress. It 
should be durable and fit 
you well. 

Once you pick a dress, 
it has to be ordered 
(unless'it's off-the-rack or 
a sample). When it 
arrives, you will go 
through three to four fit- 
tings. Schedule your last 
dress fitting One week 
before your wedding day. 
Often, because of 
nerves, brides tend to lose 
or gain a little bit of 
weight just before the big 
day. So it's important to 
test the fit as close to your 
wedding date as possible. 
Plus, this way the shop or 
tailor will hold your dress 
until almost the last 
minute - and you don't 
have to worry about get- 
ting anything on it or hav- 
ing your husband-to-be 
see it before the big day!

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Responsibility of being best 
man and maid of honor 



A popularity contest often 
comes into play when an 
engaged couple is select- 
ing friends and family 
members to be part of 
their wedding party. Often 
there is great speculation 
surrounding who will be 
bestowed the honor of 
being a bridesmaid or 
groomsman and who will 
win the coveted spots of 
best man and maid of 
honor. The pressure could 
ultimately become a 
cause of undue stress for 
the happy couple. 
Before making the deci- 
sions based solely on who 
is a best friend or favorite 
cousin, consider the 
responsibilities the maid 
of. honor and best man 
must uphold according to 
tradition. This may make 
pairing the right person 
with the job that much 
easier. 

Best Man 

This is the groom's right- 
hand man. He has a series 
of responsibilities, none 
which should be taken 
lightly. 

• Oversees the grooms- 
men, making sure they are 
on time for the ceremony, 
properly dressed and have 
their boutonnieres on the 
left lapel. 

• Ensures that the groom 
is dressed and ready for 
the ceremony. 'The best 
man may actually help 
the groom to dress in his 
tuxedo. 

• introduces people and 
breaks the ice. 




• Holds the wedding 
rings until they are 
blessed. If a ring bearer 
will be used, it is suggest- 
ed that faux rings be tied 
to the pillow and the best 
man continues to hold the 
real things. 

• Takes care of payment 
to the clergy and other 
financial contributions 
after the ceremony. He 
may also tie up any loose 
financial ends with the 
reception staff. . 

• Ensures that the groom 
has the marriage license 
and will- subsequently be 
one of the signatures on 
that document as a wit- 
ness to the marriage. 

• Makes sure that hon- 



eymoon travel arrange- 
ments have been made 
and may transport the 
couple to the airport if 
necessary. 

• Returns the groom's 
tux (and any from irre- 
sponsible groomsmen) to 
the rental place. 

• Arranges the bache- 
lor party if one will be 
held. 

• Writes and issues a 
toast at the wedding cere- 
mony. 

• Dances with the maid 
of honor. 

Maid of Honor 

The maid of honor - 
matron if the woman is 
married - will handle a 



number of functions for 
the bride and wedding 
parly to reduce the 
amount of stress on the 
bride. 

• Helps address 
announcements or wed- 
ding invitations with the 
bride. 

• Arranges the bridal 
shower with other mem- 
bers of the bridal party 
and possibly the bride's 
mother. 

• Makes sure the brides- 
maids are aware of dress 
fittings and any responsi- 
bilities the bride has given 
them to do. 

• Assists bride with her 
train during and after the 
ceremony. 

• Holds the bride's bou- 
quet during ring exchange 
or other moments during 
the ceremony. 

• Assists the photogra- 
pher with identifying key 
members of the family 
who will need to be pho- 
tographed. 

• Witnesses and signs 
the marriage certificate 
along with the best man. 

• Helps the bride and 
bridesmaids with dress- 
ing. 

• Organizes a bache- 
lorelte party if one will be 
held. 

• Helps the bride and 
groom depart for their 
honeymoon. 

• Takes care of returning 
the wedding gown to the 
bride's home or to be 
cleaned. 

• May present a speech 
at the bridal shower. 



Preserve your wedding gown properly 



You spent weeks, maybe 
even months searching for 
it. And then you woreiit in 
front of family, friends and 
your now husband. You 
were a vision of white 
topped with satin, lace, 
beads and more. 
Something as special as 
your wedding gown 
shouldn't just be tossed in 
a closet after the big day. 
Protect your gown by"hav- 
ing it professionally 
cleaned and preserved by 
an expert dry cleaner or 
gown preservationist. 

Have your gown pre- 
served as soon as possible 
after the wedding so stains 
won't have time to set in. 
Every gown needs to be 
cleaned, even if it looks 
pristine. Stains like body 
oil and perspiration are 
invisible, but can turn the 
fabric yellow over time. 

Question the cleaner or 
preservationist on his 
preservation process. 

Different cleaning sol- 
vents should be used on 
gowns than on regular 
clothing because tradi- 
tional solutions are too 
harsh, If cleaned improp- 
erly, staips may appear or 
the fabric may yellow 
.years down the road. 

After it's cleaned, the 
gown will be wrapped 
and boxed. The folds of 
the dress and bodice 
should be stuffed with 
clean, acid-free tissue to 
prevent permanent wrin- 



kles. Shoulder pads, per- 
spiration shields or any- 
thing made of foam 
should be removed from 
the gown, because they 
can ruin the fabric when 
they eventually deterio- 
rate. Then, the gown 
should be put in an acid- 
free box. Just be sure that 
you personally inspect the 
dress before it is boxed up 
to ensure that stains have 
been removed and that it 
has been packed properly. 

Once you get the box to 
your home, don't just put 
it anywhere. Avoid stash- 
ing it in a hot attic, a cold 
basement, a trunk, a 
drawer or even the 
garage. Extreme tempera- 
tures can damage gowns. 
. Instead, store it in a cli- 
mate-controlled area of 
the home where there are 
few changes in humidity 
and temperature. 

Experts suggest you open 
the box once a year to 
make sure the dress hasn't 
yellowed. When doing 
this inspection, wear 
white cotton gloves so 
oily fingers don't touch 
the fabric. Then, refold the 
dress to prevent perma- 
nent creases. 

By following the right 
storage steps, you'll be 
able to keep your gown 
for years.

The culmination of most 
weddings is the reception. 
At this party, guests typi- 
cally dance, mingle and 
eat. Depending upon the 
scale of the wedding 
reception, the food service 
can be a spectacle in itself 
- beginning with an elabo- 
rate cocktail hour and 
ending with a decadent 
display of desserts. 

When planning your 
wedding, your preferences 
and budget will dictate the 
type of food service and 
beverages you offer. 
However, part of deciding 
on what to select involves 
understanding the types of 
courses and foods 
involved. To make things 
easier, here is a brief run- 
down of food service typi- 
cal for wedding receptions 
so you can make an 
informed decision. 

Common Services 

• Open-Bar Service - 
Most couples choose to 
have an open bar at their 
wedding reception. This 
typically runs the duration 
of the reception or termi- 
nates an hour prior to the 
end of the evening, A pre- 
mium bar service will 
include top-shelf liquors, 
frozen drinks, and cream- 
based drinks, in addition 
to nonalcoholic soft 
drinks. You can also 
choose to scale down bar 
service to only include 
wine, beer and soda. 

• Cocktail Hour - During 
the cocktail hour, guests 
are treated to a display that 
appeals to all of the sens- 
es. This is where the recep- 
tion hall really gets to 
shine in its food presenta- 
tion. The cocktail hour 
may have a variety of food 
service options. They are 
typically offered buffet- 
style, or guests can visit 
stations to self-serve or be 
served by staff. Cold deli 
platters, breads, butler- 
passed hors d'oeuvres - 
appetizers carried on trays 
by staff members - as well 
as hot chafing, dishes filled 
with pastas or other 
delights may also be avail- 
able. 

The cocktail hour may 
take place in a room sepa- 
rate from the main recep- 
tion area or in the room 
itself. It will usually last an 
hour. 

The bride and groom, as 
well as the wedding party, 
may be absent from the 
cocktail hour - enjoying 
their own snacks in a pri- 
vate bridal room. This 
helps create an aura of 
mystery and will allow 
them to make a grand 
entrance at the end of the 
cocktail hour. 



• Main Dinner Service - 
With buffet-style, chafing 
dishes will be presented 
where guests choose from 
among menu items 
offered, A sit-down dinner 
service will allow guests to 
pick among two or three 
main courses offered - typ- 
ically a fish, poultry or 
beef dish. Salad, soup or 
some small appetizer, like 
sliced fresh fruit, may also 
be served. A palate 
refresher - a lemon sorbet, 
or something similar - 
might also be served. This 
is used to break up the 
courses and cleanse the 
tongue of rich flavors so 
that the next food item will 
be presented in full flavor. 

• Cake Service - After the 
cake-cutting tradition (if 
the couple opts to do so), a 
slice of wedding cake will 
be served to each of the 
guests. At this time, tea or 
coffee can also be served. 

Extra touches 

Some couples like to go 
above and beyond at their 
wedding reception. After 
ali, this is a once-in-a-life- 
time event for many. Here 
are some other services 
that may be offered to 
make the wedding extra 
special. 

• Gourmet Coffee and 
Cordial Bar - Espresso, 
cappuccino and hot 
chocolate as well as cor- 
dials can be offered. 

• Flambe - A spectacle in 
presentation, this dessert is 
set ablaze and served 
warm to guests. 

•Viennese Hour (Dessert 

Bar) - A collection of gour- 
met cakes, pastries, cook- 
ies, ice cream, and other 
treats are offered for guests 
to indulge. 

• Gourmet Salads/Top- 
Notch Cocktails - Some 
sites will offer the opportu- 
nity to serve more elabo- 
rate (and expensive) 
options at the cocktail 
hour. This could include 
seafood, like lobster, cala- 
mari and oysters, in addi- 
tion to other gourmet culi- 
nary choices. 

• Ice Sculpture - While 
not a food per se, some 
sites also give couples the 
option of having an ice 
sculpture adorn their 
cocktail service table to 
add flair and' drama to the 
day. 

When planning your 
wedding, be sure to dis- 
cuss your meal prefer- 
ences with your reception- 
site coordinator. If you 
have any dietary wishes 
(i.e. vegetarian meals, 
kosher preparation, ethnic 
requirements), make sure 
you can be accommodat- 
ed.

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To help you get n better understanding of how to plan 
a wedding and when you should be making certain 
decisions, here's a timeframe you can follow that 
should ensure that your wedding goes off as smoothly 
as possible. 

10 to 12 Months Before 

If you haven't done it already, this is a good time to 
announce your engagement and introduce your respec- 
tive families. Since most reception halls and churches 
have busy wedding schedules, it is also important to 
book both as early as possible, preferably at least a year 
in advance of your wedding day. It's also a good idea 
to start putting together a guest list around this time and 
ask your parents whom they'd like to invite as well. 
Also, since your budget will determine just about every 
aspect of your wedding, sitting down and determining 
what you can spend, and developing a savings plan 
should be first and foremost. 

6 to 9 Months Before 

This is the time when you want to start booking some 
services, such as a florist, caterer, a DJ/band, and a pho- 
tographer. However, some of the more experienced DJs 
and bands as well as photographers might have their 
schedules booked a year in advance, so this might be 
something you'll want to consider doing shortly after 
you get engaged and choose a date. Also, this is a good 
time to inform any guests who will be traveling signifi- 
cant distances of the date of your wedding. The earlier 
your guests can book a flight, the less expensive that 
flight will be. 

This is also a good time to order gowns for both the 
bride and bridesmaids, as some manufacturers require 
a few months to ship to bridal shops. You might want to 
ask someone such as your priest or rabbi to be the offi- 
ciant of your wedding. And much like out-of-town 
guests will save travel dollars the earlier they learn of 
your wedding date, you will likely save money, too, if 
you book your honeymoon around this time. 

4 to 5 Months Before 

This is a good time to decide on wedding invitations, 
of which there are many styles to choose from. Also, 
now is ideal to start hunting for a wedding cake by sam- 
pling a number of different bakeries and their style of 
cakes before ultimately making a decision. Just to be 
sure, confirm that all of the bridesmaids have ordered 
their gowns and start looking for a tuxedo for the groom 
as well as the groomsmen. If you haven't clone so 
already, purchase your wedding rings and let any other 
people you'd like to participate in your wedding push- 
ers, readers during the ceremony, etc.) know of your 
intentions. 

2 to 3 Months Before 

Finalize your guest list and mail out your invitations. 
If your guest list includes a considerable amount of 
people who are spread out geographically, mail the 
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invitations as close to 12 weeks in 
advance as possible. This is also a 
good time to finalize your menu choices

chase those gifts. Just to be safe, confirm that all 
groomsmen have ordered their tuxedos and finalize all 
transportation, both to and from the wedding and to the 
airport for your honeymoon. 

1 to 2 Months Before 

Schedule the first bridal-gown fitting. Also finalize the 
readings you'd prefer during the ceremony and mail 
them out to anyone who has agreed to do a reading. If 
your family prefers to host a small gathering for close 
family and friends after the wedding rehearsal, the 
night before the wedding, this is a good time to order 
any food or drinks you might want to serve that night, 
or make a restaurant reservation. 

3 to 4 Weeks Before 

Confirm your honeymoon arrangements and see if 
your wedding rings are ready. This is also when you 
should gel your marriage license and check the guest 
list to see who has and hasn't RSVP'd. For those who 
have yet to RSVP, you might want to contact them so 
you can get a closer idea of what the head count will 
be. You should also prepare and order your wedding 
program around this time. 

1 to 2 Weeks Before 

Get a final attendance count and submit it to the 
caterer as soon as you know of it, while also providing 
a final seating chart. Pick up the wedding gown and 
tuxedo. Make sure the wedding party picks up their 
attire. Also, finalize your vows and confirm all wed- 
ding-day details such as transportation, photo sched- 
ules, and addresses. And don't forget to pack for your 
honeymoon. 

The Day Before 

This is mainly when you rehearse for the ceremony 
and make any final confirmations you might have to 
make. Also, make sure to get some sleep so you'll look 
good in all of your wedding-day photos.

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The five most dangerous 
hazards in your home 



Increasingly, homebuyers 
are learning the Inside story 
on how hazards found inside 
homes can pose threats to 
their health. 

These hazards arc an 
Important reason homebuyers 
need to have their home thor- 
oughly tested by a home 
Inspector. Not only are home 
inspectors able to detect such 
problems, but they have 
access to experts who can 
treat or remove the problem. 

Here are a few hazards to 
look for: 

• Radon, a colorless, odor- 
less, tasteless gas, can be pres- 
ent in surrounding soil or weLl 
water and seep into the parts of 
the home closest to the ground. 
The radioactive particles that 
radon creates can damage your 
lungs. The only way to know if 
your house has radon is to test 
the house. There are relatively 
inexpensive ways to remove 
radon, but it's not a do-it-your- 
self project. 



* Asbestos is a fibrous 
material used in construction 
because it's durable and fire 
retardant, but it has also been 
identified as a cancer-causing 
substance. Asbestos can be 
found in insulation, around 
pipes and furnaces and in 
vinyl tiles and flooring mate- 
rials. When it's moved, 
minute asbestos fibers are 
released into the air and can 
be inhaled through the nose 
and mouth. Once ingested, 
asbestos fibers can lodge in 
the lungs. Surveying the home 
and removing the asbestos 
should be done by trained pro- 
fessionals. 

• Lead is a metallic clement 
that, when Ingested, can accu- 
mulate in the blood, bones and 
soft tissue of the body High 
concentrations of lead in the 
body can cause death or per- 
manent damage to the central 
nervous system, the brain, the 
kidneys and red blood cells. 

Children are especially 



vulnerable since their bodies 
are still growing. Lead can be 
found in drinking water and 
In old pipes and can be air- 
borne or present In lead-based 
paint. The only way to know 
for sure if your home's paint 
contains lead is to have it test- 
ed in a qualified laboratory. 

• Hazardous wastes are 
potentially dangerous materi- 
als, such as pesticides or fer- 
tilizers, that were not properly 
stored or disposed of. Some 
hazardous wastes can cause 
death even when ingested In 
small amounts. Other haz- 
ardous wastes have been 
linked to elevated levels of 
cancer, permanent damage to 
organs, respiratory difficul- 
ties, skin rashes, birth defects 
and diseases that attack the 
central nervous system. 
Removal methods depend on 
the type of waste. 

• Groundwater contamina- 
tion occurs when hazardous 
chemicals seep down through

the soil into underground 
water supplies. The US. 
Centers for Disease Control 
reports an average of approx- 
imately 7,500 cases of illness 
linked to drinking water in 
the United States each year. 
Faulty septic systems can also 
contribute to this hazard, The 
only way to know if your 
water is contaminated is to 
test it. 



Dealing with water stains in your home 






It happens every year. 
Months of wet winter weath- 
er followed by the spring thaw 
produce one of the most com- 
mon household problems- 
water stains on walls or ceil- 
ings. 

You might be tempted to 
cover water stains by apply- 
ing a fresh coat of paint. But, 
chances are, it won't work. 
Most water stains will bleed 
right through ordinary 
paint— no matter how many 
coats of paint you apply 

Fortunately, there are 
products designed to perma- 
nently block stains and pre- 



vent them from ruining your 
new paint job. 

Follow these steps to help 
you deal with water stains on 
any painted surface in your 
home: 

• Make sure the surface is 
sound. Eliminate the source 
of the moisture or you'll soon 
have another unsightly water 
stain. 

■ Clean the surface with a 
solution of one cup bleach per 
gallon of water and rinse 
thoroughly with water to 
remove mildew, dirt and other 
unsightly deposits. 

• Dry the surface com- 



pletely. Use a hair dryer to dry 
small areas. Larger areas may • 
require the use of a dehumid- 
ifier, heater or fan to ensure 
the surface is completely dry 
before painting. 

■ Prime the surface with an 
oil-base, stain-killing primer. 

If you try to block a water 
stain with a water-base 
primer, the stain is likely to 
"rewet" or bleed through. Tip 
from the Pros: For quick 
touch-up of water and other 
common overhead stains, con- 
sider using a vertical aerosol. 
It matches most acoustic ceil- 
ing tiles, so it's great when 




you want to cover a spot or 

two. 

• After the primer has dried, 

follow up with two coats of 

your desired topcoat paint.

Heed the warnings of your dashboard engine lights 



Your car dashboard has a 
variety of gauges and warn- 
ing lights to help you monitor 
what's going on, mechanically 
and electrically, as you drive. 
All the warning lights should 
come on for a few seconds 
when you start the car. This 
reassures you that the bulbs 
still work. But when a light 
stays on longer or starts to 
glow as you drive, it's trying to 
tell you something, 
i While driving during the 



summer months, pay close 
attention to the temperature 
gauge and warning light. 

When the temperature 
light comes on, it means your 
engine is overheating. An 
engine should not overheat if 
the cooling system is properly 
filled and is working normally 
— even during hot weather or 
stop-and-go driving. 

Sometimes abnormal driving 
conditions such as towing a 
heavy trailer during hot 



weather may overload the 
cooling system's capacity to 
control heat, but usually a 
temperature warning light 
means trouble. 

If the temperature light 
glows, stop driving immedi- 
ately, pull over to the side of 
the road, shut the engine off 
and wait for it to cool down. 
Do not attempt to open the 
radiator! The radiator con- 
tains hot coolant under high 
pressure.

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Opening the cap could allow 
steam and coolant to blow out 
and result in skin burns. 

Wait at least half an hour 
or more to lot the engine cool 
down, and then check the 
fluid level in the plastic 
coolant recovery tank located 
near the front of the engine. 
It's probably low. Adding 
water is a temporary fix, until 
you can have your technician 
check for leaks in the cooling 
system. 

Common leak points 
include radiator and heater 
hoses, the water pump and the 
radiator. Internal leaks (such 
as a crack in the head or 
engine) can't be seen and can 
only be diagnosed by pressure 
testing the cooling system. 

If you keep driving an 
engine that is overheating, it 
can cause serious damage. 
The engine may start to knock 
(caused by detonation), which 
in turn can cause piston, ring 
and head gasket damage. As 
the internal parts of the 
engine expand from the 
excessive heat, clearances 
may be reduced to the point 
where metal-to-metal con- 
tact occurs. Valve stems may 
gall and stick,, and the pis- 
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tons and camshaft 
scuff or seize. 

Severe overheating also 
creates tremendous thermal 
stress in the head(s) and 
block. This, in turn, may lead 
to cracking and/or warpage. 
This is a common problem 
with overhead cam engines 
that have aluminum heads. 

To avoid being stranded on 
the road, engineers recom- 
mend that car owners have 
their engine's cooling system

inspected in the spring, before 
the summer driving season. 

The coolant should be 
checked for the proper level, 
the water pump should be 
inspected for leaks, and the 
upper and lower radiator hose 
should be examined for deteri- 
oration such as soft spots, and 
cover and tube cracks. 

Regardless of the age ol 
the vehicle, coolant hoses 
should be replaced every four 
years.

The curious bikers asked the two women what they 
were doing all alone in such an unlikely place. "Were 
looking for cookbooks," they replied. "Soon we were 
carrying on a conversation about food with some very 
nice people who happened to ride bikes," recalls Mose- 
ley, 69. "When we told them about the cookbooks we 
publish, they all laughed, said they loved to cook, and 
invited us to their campsite for dinner."

Cooking up an idea 

The genesis of the cookbook ladies' adventures began 
with a suggestion from Gwen's husband, Barney, then direc- 
tor of die University of Mississippi Press. 

"In 1978, a little manuscript called The Twelve Days of 
Christmas Cookbook came to him, and lie couldn't do any- 
thing with a cookbook at a scholarly press," McKee recalls. 
"But I thought it was too clever to pass up. He said, 'Why 
don't you publish it?' So I did,"

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At age 37, she created Quail Ridge Press, named after 
the street where she lives in Brandon (pop. 16,436), and each 
year since she lias published at least one themed cookbook, 
such as The Little Gtwtbo Book (1986), The Complete Vatbon 
Cookbook (1996) and Beyond Grits and Gmvy (2004). 

Friends and family started asking Gwen to recom- 
mend her favorite cookbooks and, again, Barney smelled 
a publishing opportunity. "You ought to do a book on the 
best of the best cookbooks," he said. So McKee pulled some 
cookbooks from her shelves, picked out her favorite recipes, 
and printed 4,000 copies of the Best of the Best from Mississippi 
Cookhook in 1982. Three weeks later, they went into a second 
printing, and McKee realized she was on to something. 

"After Mississippi, I knew how much work was involved, 
so I asked Barbara, my longtime friend and golf partner, to 
help," McKee says. "I told her I couldn't pay her at first* but 
we are so much alike, and she loves to travel, so she said,

usually drove, while Moseley navigated with a map in her lap. On and off from 1982 
to 2004, they stopped at bookstores in Texas, chambers of commerce in Kansas, tourist 
bureaus in New York, drugstores in Ohio, and any other place that might stock a trea- 
sured local cookbook or offer a lead to great recipes. They discovered Kentucky baked 
pork chops in Kuttaway, Ky,, moose kabobs in Palmer, Alaska, and curried corn soup in 
Manhattan, N,Y. At night in their motel rooms, they flipped through telephone direc- 
tories and pored over maps to determine where to drive next. Sometimes they headed to 
bed-and-breakfast inns, while other days they visited local restaurants. 

In Punaluu, Oahu, Hawaii, they met Irene Theofanis in 2003 at her Shrimp Shack 
restaurant. After tasting her delectable pan-fried shrimp, they included the recipe in 
their Bar of the Best ofHauaii Cookbook. "They were warm and fun and friendly, and truly 
interested in getting the best recipes they could," Theofanis says. "I was very happy to be 
in their Hawaii cookbook . . . I'm getting a lot of business from it, too."

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Moseley and McKee '$ 23-year Journey yielded recipes and amusing misadventures, 

McKee and Moseley spoke with Ann Berg of Nikiski, Alaska (pop. 4327), after 
discovering her Grannie Annie cookbooks in 2002 in a gift shop in Kenai (pop. 
6,942), "They used 33 of my recipes in the Bat of the Best of Alaska Cookbook, includ- 
ing one for Alaskan ertchiladas/called Alaskaladas, that's made widi moose burgers " 
Berg says. "Oh, wow, what a compliment to me. They are the fnenclliest people," 

The ladies* adventures weren't always trouble-free. Flat tires, overheated radiators 
and unsanitary restrooms were among their misadventures — usually a result of get- 
ting lose A wrong turn in Miami routed diem into an area where a group of ruffians 
pounded McKee's van with their fists. When they got lost in die Florida Everglades 
after dark, tliey sang hymns to quell their fears. 

"Some of our getting lost on die road led us to more interesting things, more 
cookbooks, and people who taught us abouc what they eat and what they grow;" 
Moseley fays. 

Through the years, the pair has learned to embrace the unexpecred-r^specially oh 
promotional tours for their cookbooks, which often involve television appearances. For 
instance, some shows done have a kitchen on sice, which requires innovative cooking 
prior to die siww. "We made a fish salad in a motel room in Florida," Moseley says, 
"We had to chop theonions on a little table, and we boiled the fish in die coffeepot.- 
Our room smelled awful." : 

Then there was the time that McKee turned oyer an upside-down, pie on 
live television, and it failed to.leave its pan. "It was a tee-total mess," she says, 
"but everybody identified with us, and we sold lots of cookbooks." 

Another time, they refrigerated a roast ac the TV station to use for a next-day 
appearance. The following day, it was gone. They eventually found their beautiful 
roast in a garbage can, waslied it off, covered ic with barbecue sauce, garnished it with 
small potatoes and tomatoes, and presented ic on the show. "We told the host, 'Don't 
you dare taste it,"' says McKee, who makes frequent appearances on the QVC home 
shopping network 

Today, the Best of the Best State" Cookbook series includes 41 books (some states 
are grouped togetlier) and continues to grow as McKee, Moseley and the 11-member. 
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staff at Quail Ridge Press update each volume 
with new recipes. The new editions, like the 
originals, will include photos from the road and 
snippets of information on points of interest in 
each state. 

JlxeXes always one moie 

With their success, McKee and Moseley 
travel mostly by airplane these days, and do ini- 
tial research for new books via die Internet 

"We wouldn't take anything for having gone 
to each state, though," Moseley says. "We learned 
so much about the people, die produce and the 
culture behind die cuisine during our travels. 
We also got to sample signature dishes like clam 
chowder in Boston, hot browns in Louisville and 
crab Louis in California;" 

With a roster of three to four cookbooks per 
year, you'd think they would run out of ideas. 

"Oh, no," Moseley says. "There's always 
one more book." ^k.
